PUBLIC HEALTH PROBLEMS Or THE UNITED STATES 
MEXICO 30RDER 

Last month I had the pleasure of meeting with 
Mexican health authorities in a five day conference 
held in Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas. The purpose of 
our meeting was to discuss health problems along the 
U.S.’"Mexico border and to find solutions for improv¬ 
ing health conditions in this area. 

We realize that disease does not recognize any 
international boundaries and that both Mexico and the 
United States will have to work together to improve 
health conditions of our borders. 

BASIC FACTS: 

There are 1600 miles of border line dividing the 
U.S. and Mexico. There are 16 cities along the bor¬ 
der which are particularly suitable to commericol and 
cultural exchange. This favorable condition is high¬ 
lighted by the continuous stream of local travel bet¬ 
ween the border points of both nations. Sixteen mil¬ 
lion Americans live in the U.S. border that adjoins 
Mexico and five million Mexicans live in Mexico's 
border side. 

The border resident visits the neighboring country 
an average of 3.2 times per year. This means an an¬ 
nual average of 68, 000, 000 crossings from one coun¬ 
try to the other at the border points. Tijuana, rec¬ 
orded 17, 000, 000 visitors last year, most which came 
from San Diego and Los Angeles metropolitan area. 

With all these millions of people crossing the bor-
